Rad Weather on the Sound,

Mixed 
with the snow this morning were hundreds of 
worms of different species. Some of them 
resembled tobacco worms, others are unknown 
in that section. They are believed to have 
been brought by the high winds. 

Accidents and Casualties. 

Theodore King owns a ‘cheap two-story 
frame building at No. 127 Garden street, Ho- 
boken. He uses the first floor as a livery- 
stable. His wife and three daughters occupy 
four rooms on the second floor. In the rear 
of these are three s tenanted by Mrs. 
Lindner, her son Robert, and Otto Schmidt. 
Herman Pruser is erecting a five-story house 
on the lot No. 129 Garden street. The side 
and rear walls were up to the top and floor 
beams were in place. 

About half-past 3.0’clock this morning the 
wind swept out a section of the lower south 
wail about fourteen feet high and thirty-five 
long. Many beams snapped in the center and 
as the ends remained in the wail they thus 
formed a protection for the bedrooms, as the 
beds were placed close to the wall. Two of 
King’s daughters occupied. a bed that was 
not damaged, They escaped with trifling 
bruises. The bed occupie® by Mrs. King 
and one of her daughters was broken. 
The bricks and débris fell in such a manner as 
to form a perfect wall about them. They re- 
ceived slight wounds. Mr. King had a small 
hall bedroom. It was badly wrecked, but his 
most severe injury was ascalp wougd. None 
of their tenants were hurt.

Itis believed that 
it is the Mallory line steamer San Marcos, 
which is now thirty-six hours overdue at 
this port. It is from Galveston, and carries 
passengers and freight. The San Marcos was 
sighted in a disabled condition today by the 
Clyde Line steamer. Cherckee, which beat its 
way into port tonight. The San Marcos’ ma- 
chinery had broken down and its crew were 
getting up @ mainsail when the Cherokee 
sighted it. The disabled steamer was in the 
vicinity of the Highlands at the time.

MR. SPRINGER SHOWS NO IMPROVEMENT. 


His Condition Serious, if Not Alarming— 
A Consultation Held. 
Wasmxdrox, D. C., March 1.—{Special. }— 
Representative Springer's condition shows no 
improvement. Today it was said that he wis 
about the same, which~meant that the alarm- 
ing symptoms of yesterday had not continued 
te spread, though it was too early to expect 
any change for the better. Late tonight it is 
stated that hie condition 1s practically un- 
changed. Itis not considered that there is 
immediate danger, but no attempt is made to 
deny that the case is a serious one. The 
erysipelas has developed into what is known 
as the cephal form. Mr. Springer’s features. 
are swelled so that they would not be rec- 
ognizable, This evenmg Dr. Curtis, his regu- 
lar physician, called Dr. Verdi in consulta- 
tion. After the consultation it was stated that 
the patient was, if anything, a trifle better 
and was in no immediate danger. Another 
consultation will beheld tomorrow. While the 
physicians say that there is no immediate dan- 
ger, no attempt is made to deny that thesymp- 
toms are unfavorable. Up to this afternoon 
Mr. Springer’s mind had been clear, though 
he was suffermg considerable pam. It was 
stated by the doctors tonight that he was not 
delirious, yet they found much trouble in 
overcoming the patient’s tendency to become 
excited. Mr. Springer’s family are alarmed 
over his condition, but are hopeful that a day 
or two will disclose a change for the better. 
Many of ns colleagues in Congress called at 
Mr. Springer’s house this afternoon and 
evening, but ne one was admitted to the sick 
room except the physicians and the family.

AN OLD SETTLER Is SUDDENLY 
STRICKEN DOWN, 


The Clerk of ths United States District 
Court Expires in the Atheneum Build. 
ing-—A poplexy Said by His Physician to 


Have Been the Cause—Apparently in ; 


Excellent Health When He Left His Of- 
fice a Short Time Before—Biographical 
Sketch of His Career. 


William Henry Bradley, the venerable 
Clerk of the United States Circuit and Dis- 
trict Courts for the Northern District of Illi- 
nois, a trustee of the Newberry Library, and a 
prominent figure for forty years in the judi- 
cial history of the State, suffered a stroke of 
apoplesy at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
instantly expired. Mr. Bradley died in an 
apartment in a massage’ establishnient in the 
Athenwum Building on Van Buren street. 

For several months Mr. Bradley had been 
taking muscular treatment to counteract the 
effects of a severe shaking up he received in 
being struck by a North Side cable train. He 
had visited the Athenzum Building every day 
for about two months. He usually took the 
treatment in the afternoon after the hardest. 
part of the day’s labor in the Federal courts 
was over, | 

Mr. Bradley spent the entire forenoon yes- 
terday in company with his neighbor and old- 
time friend, E. W. Blatchford. They came 
down-town together in the morning, and, after 
several hours occupied in business affairs, 
separated at Clark and Lake streets at 12:30 
o’clock, Their business ot the day had not 
been completed, and before parting Mr. 
Blatchford made an appointment to meet Mr. 
Bradley at his home, No. 335 La Salle avenue, 
in the evening for the purpose of examining 
some important papers. 

Mr. Blatchford said that Mr. Bradley seemed 
to be perfectly well and in excellent spirits in 
the forenoon, and consequently he was greatly 
shocked to hear of his friend’s sudden death. 
A few weeks ago Mr. Bradley was seized with 
a sudden fainting fit while at work in his 
office. The attack was a slight one and 
nothing was thought of it at the time. This 
was the only symptom Mr. Blatchford ever 
noticed that would indicate that Mr. Bradley 
suffered from a disease of the heart or brain. 


Apparently in Good Health. 
An hour after he separated from Mr. Blatch- 


ford Mr. Bradley left his office apparently in 


his usual health and went directly to the 
Athenwum. He remgrked to an attendant 
that he believed he was receiving much bene- 
fit and declared he never felt better in his 
life. He started to dress himself after the 
treatment, when his head dropped to one side 
and he sank to the floor. The attend- 
ant in great alarm ran from the 
room and summoned another attendant. They 
lifted the now lifeless form to the cot in the 
room and Dr. Burr, who has an office near by, 
was hastily summoned. He took one look at 
the dead man and at once declared that life 
had been extinct some minutes, He said 
death had resulted from apoplexy. Dr. Burr 
notified the Coroner’s office, but he was in- 
formed that no inquest was necessary if the 
physician was positive as to the cause of death. 
Dr. Burr at once issued a death certificate. 
“Mr. Bradley had gone to the Athenzum 
to take a bath,” said Dr. Burr. As he 
emerged from the bath and was half clad he 
fell from ‘the chair into the hands of the young 
man who. ves attending him. I was sent for 
at once. When I reached his side he was 
dead. Death ensued from apoplexy or paral-. 


‘Ing from tho chair. I telephoned. the, Cor- 
| onet, ‘but after detailing: the. circumstances 


and giving him my opinion of the case he said 
an inquest was unnecessary, so I issued the 
de&th certificate. Mr. Bradley was aman in 
advanced years and death, in my judgment, 
doubtless resulted from apoplexy.”’ 

The news of Mr. Bradley’s death spread rap- 
idly, and his chicf clerk, Mr. Root, and other 
government officials at once went to the 
rooms where the body lay and made prepara- 
tions to have it removed to Mr. Bradley’s late 
home, No. 335 La Salle avenue. Undertaker 
Jordan was summoned and the body was 
taken to the La Salle avenue home. 

Mr. Bradley's death was totally unexpected. 
Although past 75 years of age and not robust, 
he was seldom ill and attended to his duties 
as clerk of the couft, regularly superintending 
all the details of the office. He had seldom 
been absent from work. Mr. Bradley’s 
friends had often wondered why he did not 


| retire, but he always said in answer to their 


inquiries on this point that he hoped to die 
in the harness.“ In addition to*his labors 
as Clerk of the United States Court he per- 
formed a great labor as one of the trustees of 
the Newberry Library and personally at- 
tended to much of the arduous labor in con- 
nection with that institution. He was also 
Vice-President of the National Bank of | Iili- 
nois, which office occupied a large portion of 
his time. For a man of his years he was ex- 
tremely active. 

Mr. Bradley is survived by his wife, who for 
some timie past has been in delicate health, 
and three children, The eldest son, William 
Harrisen Bradley, is the American Consul at 
Nice, Italy, where he now is with his wife and 
children. A daughter, Anna, is also at Nice, 
living with her brother. A second daughter, 
Mrs. Victor F. Lawson of this city, is now vis- 
iting at Atlantic City, N. J. Mr. Bradley has 
a brother living in Evanston—Francis Brad- 
ley of the firm of Baird & Bradley. 


Had a Fainting Spell.’

„What! Is William Bradley dead?“ he ex- 
claimed, and one of the best mer! that ever 
lived, I spent all the forenoon with him, and 
just this evening before I started for home I 
sent some books down to his house that he 
told me he wanted to read tonight. He was well 
this morning. In. fact, 1 never saw him in 
better condition.than he was then. He was at 
the library nearly all the time between 9 and 
11:30 o’clock, and he was attending to his af- 
fairs just as usual. He showed no symptoms 
of disease. I think it must have been heart 
trouble, though I never heard of his being 
bothered in that way. About four weeks ago I 
remember he had a little sort of fainting spell 
in the office. I wasn’t there at the time, 
and thought it was probably verti- 
go, but it wust have been a 
premonition of this. Then two or three 
weeks ago he caught cold ana it settled on his 
lungs and confined him to his house for three 
or four days, but he was not alarmed. It was 
simply a cold and he was soon in his usual 
health, He was an aged man, and, while not 
strong and vigorous, he has usually been in 
good health and able to be at his work.

The position of Cierk of the County Court 
was offered to him, and he accepted it. From 
that time until his death he was almost always 
connected with courts iu some official capaci- 
ty. While filling this office he studied law un- 
der Judge Thomas Drummond; then a promi- 
nent jurist of Galena. In 1840 Mr. Bradléy 
was made Clerk of the Jo Daviess County Cir- 
cuit Court. He was reélected to this office for 
three consecutive terms, and the large majori- 
ties that he received attested the public appre- 
ciation of him as a man and as an officer. In 
March, 1855, he was tendered the Clerkship of 
the new United States District Court, 
and, accepting, he resigned his Clerk- 
ship at Galena and moved to Chi- 
cago. From that time up to his 
death, a period of thirty-six years, he filled 
the exacting position with fidelity and effi- 
ciency and won the respect therein of all hav- 
ing business with him. At the same ‘time he 
took an active interest in other matters, hav- 
ing been a director, Vice-President, and Pres- 
ident of the West Side Street railway com- 
pany and President of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association of Chicago in 1860. 

He was reared a Congregational Christian, 
but there being no church of*that denomina- 
tion in Galena when he reached there he 
joined the Presbyterian Church, in which he 
was for eleven years a ruling elder. On re- 
moving to this city he united with the New 
England Church. 

In May, 1841, he married Miss Ida Sophro- 
nia Strong of Roxbury, Conn.

confined, was destroyed by fire this evening.

water supply and they were dependent on a 
single cistern, enabling them to throw but two 
streams on the buildings, which had, in half 
an hour, become completely enveloped in 
flames. In the meantime the Superintendent 
and other officers of the institution had 
released all the prisoners from con- 
finement, after having first compelled 
them to pledge themselves not to take 
advantage of the opportunity for escape. 
They were marched ina body out into the 
grounds, especially close watch being kept 
upon the twenty or more prisoners who were 
under life sentence. All except seven or 
eight were faithful to their pledges 
and made no attempt to escape. 
After the arrival of the police the prisoners 
were surrounded and conveyed to the city, to 
be placed in the police station and county 
jail. The few who escaped were girls 
sent to the institution as reform prisoners 
and not as criminals. There are various 
stories as to the origin of the fire. One is 
that a girl named Tinsley, known as a _ trusty 
prisoner, locked Julia Kerr and Miss Johnson, 
two reforinatory ininates, in the laundry room 
and that they spitefully set fire to the 
building. The officers of the institution 
say, however, that this is not true and that the 
fire was not of incendiary origin, though they 
cannot account for how it started. The build- 
ings were, with the exception of 
the brick walls, entirely destroyed. 
The value of the property is 3850, 
000 and the insurance is but $61,000.

MORE TROUBLE FOK THE TRUST. 


Internal Dissension That May Lead to In- 
teresting Revelations. 

There is more trouble in store for the whisky 
trust. This time it comes not from a Federal 
grand jury, but from within the trys itself. 
It is nothing short of a suit which is likely to 
bring the innermost secrets of the trust to 
light and especially some facts connected with 
the beginning of the trust, 

The organization of the trust was conducted 
upon the principle that no sensible man with 
a commodity to sell will underrate the value 
of that commodity; that in business 
it is permissible to place an exorbitant 
price if there is a chance to secure a customer 
that will take it at the vender’s valuation. It 
was therefore determined to capitalize the 
trust and issue stock on a valuation of 400 per 
cent of the market value ot the properties. 
As the promoters of the trust proceeded they 
found no opposition in any quarter to the 
plan. An owner of a distillery worth $75,000 
was perfectly willing to have his plant rated 
at $300,000, and to take certificates of stock in 
the whisky trust for that amount. But after 
the trust was fully organized some of the dis- 
tillers began to think they had not fared so 
well as their neighbors. Their plants had 
gone in at a 400 per gent valuation, but their 
neighbors’ had been appraised all the way 
from 600 to 800 per cent above market values. 

The dissatisfaction of the men who failed to 
getin on the ground floor has existed ever 
since. They have expostulated, but in vain. 
The men who had got in on the ground floor 
had them upon the hip, principally because 
they were disinclined to give away the secrets 
of the trust. 

In parting with their distilleries the mem- 
bers received certificates of the watery stock. 
By the late manipulating most of the certifi- 
eates have found their way to Wall street, 
where they are now held, By the deal the 
distillers have cleared $7,000,000 to $10,000,000 
recently. “In case the stock goes low enough 
they will be abie to get their certificates back 
and clear a few millions more. 

Some of the distillers in the trust have late- 
ly been considering the advisability of begin- 
2 to recover back their distilleries or 
to have a full accounting from the trust: 
They wiil claim that there were fraud and 
misrepresentation on the part of the men 
who organized the trust acting in collusion 
with those let in on the ground floor. That 
suck suits will be instituted is considered 
highly probable by people on the inside. 

hether it is the real intention of the 
men who want to take the matter into 
the courts to compel the others to disgorge a 
portion of the money cleaned up in the un- 
equal valuation deal or not is what some per- 
sons would like to find out, It is hinted that 
the real o ject of bringi the cuits is still 
further to depress whisky trust stock to a 
point where the certificates can be bought 
back by the distillers. With the stock again 
in their possession. the suits can be dismissed 
and whisky trust will again go up.

SHEARING THE STANDARD, 


Ohio’s Supreme Court Allows It to Retain 
Its Franchise Under Conditions, 

Cotumaus, O., March 1—The Supreme 
Court of Ohio in the case of the State of 
Ohio, ex rel. Attorney-General Watson, vs. 
the Standard Oil eompany handed down a 
decision today of importance concerning 
trusts. 

This casé was instituted by a petition in 
quo warranto to oust the company from its 
corporate rights and to forfeit its franchise. 
The judgment of the court is to oust the com- 
pany from the right to make the trust agree- 
ments set forth in the petition and of the pow- 
er to perform the same. 

This is all the Attorney-General desired. 
He had no animosity toward the company and 
aid not desire to deprive it of corporate rights 
as enjoyed by others, but because of trust 
agreements, which were contrary to law. Un- 
der the decision the company will be allowed 
to continue corporate powers, for which Jo- 
seph R. Coate argued in behalf of the com- 
pany. 

The decision of the Supreme Court sustains 
the Attorney-General’s demurrer to the an- 
swer of the Standard, which set up the defense 
that the trust ment was entered into by 
individuals, not by the company, as a cor- 
poration holding a franchise. 

While the decision does not oust the com- 
pany from its franchise it prohibits it from in 
any way continuing to carry out or fulfill any 
provisions or agreements under trust con- 
tracts. 

The Attorney-General of New York has 
papers ready to file against the Standard in 
that State, prepared in contemplation of this 
decision. 

Whisky Still Being Made, 

Prom, III., March 1.—[Special.]—The rev- 
enue collections in Peoria d the month 
of February amounted to $1,646,007.55. The 
total tax paid, gallons, were 1,817,624, and a 
total of 1,870 packages were taken out of 
bond for export. This is an unusually heavy 
export, and reduces the collections here by 
$118,000, It serves to show that the recent 
cut in the price of spirits here has caused 
heavy shipments to France.

You have furnished the public with a remarka- 
ble production under the caption of a personal 
statement. I consider it my duty at this time to 
address you with that degree of dignity which 
your position as a public man entitles you to. 
acknowledge your well-rendered, richly-deserved 
fame as a diplomat and appreciate sally. the 
weight which your utterances possess, as fully as 
do I appreciate my own weakness and my total 
inability to cope with you in a personal encoun- 
ter, but I shall expect from you that considerate 
and honorable treatment which I am sure your 
keen sense of equity and fairness will 
dictate. The powerf man of a great 
nation will surely accord to a weak and 
defenseless woman her full meed of justice.

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HYDE PARK’S LIQUOR LAWS ARE 
STRONGLY GUARDED. 


The Course, of Ald: Hummel and Bis Li- 
cense Committee Lacks Legal Sanction— 
Corporation Counsel Miller May Fre- 
pare No Repealing Ordinance as Or- 
dered—Groggerykeepers Met at Every 
Point—Hydé Park Residents Hold 3 
Meeting— Will Make a Hard Fight. 

Ald. Hummel and his Committee on License 
made anew departure Monday. They tried 
to initiate legislation. Copies of the Hyde 
Park Local Option License law, which was re- 
cently disedvered-by Tun Trrsuwa, have been 
scattered broadcast through the Thirty-second, 
Thirty-third, and Thirty-fourth Wards. They 
have given offense to Mr, Hummel, and hav- 
ing captured one he arraigned it before his Li- 
cense committee Monday and denounced it as 
an instrument of blackmailers. He wanted a 
repealing ordinance prepared at once. His 
colleagues agreed with him, and a motion to 
instruct the Corporation Counsel to prepare a 
repealing ordinance was passed, though Mr. 
Keats said the subject was not regularly be- 
fore the committee, not having been referred 
to the committee by the Council. Yesterday 
Mr. Miller received a Holite note from Mr. 
Van Cleave calling attention to the action of 
Hummel’s committee, requesting that a re- 
pealing ordinance be prepared. 

‘‘Humph! I can prepare a repealing ordi- 
nance,” said Mr. Miller when he received Van 
Cleave’s epistle, but I doubt whether the 
ordinance will repeal. Inthe opinion I fur- 
nished to the City Collector some time ago I 
think I held that this ordinance cannot be re- 
pealed without submitting it to a vote of the 
people. Here is what I said as bearmg on that 
subject: | 

Sec. 18 of the Annexation act, which provides 
that existing ordinances in annexed territory 
making prohibited districts shall remain in force, 
also provides when in territory ann an 
ordinance was in force prior to annexation pro- 
viding that licenses should not be issued except 
upon a tion of a majority of the voters d- 
ing within a certain distance of such proposed 
dramshops, such ordinance shall continue in full 
force and effect notwithstanding annexation ; and 
after providing how such ordinances may be re- 

aled upon the vote of a majority of the voters, 
farther provides as follows: 

It is inten 
full force and effect all ordinanses of any munic- 
ipality the whole or part of which is annexed to 
another city, incorporated town, or village, 
whereb te licensing of dramshops is prohibited 
or reg in said city, village, or incorporated 
town, or any part thereof, without the voters of 
the territory so affected consent, as hereby pro- 
vided, to the repeal of said ordinance by the city, 
village, or incorporated town to which the terri- 
tory was annexed.’ 

The provision of the law quoted in this, you 
will note, is quite broad and comprehensive. 
Ordinances regulating the issue of licenses 
as well as ordinances prohibiting the sale o 
liquor m existence in Hyde Park before an- 
nexation, were given the force of law. They 
cannot be repealed. except in the way pro- 
vided by the statute; tnat.is to say, by a ma- 
jority vote of the people at a municipal 
election, and after they have been properly 
submitted to the vote of the people on a peti- 
tion signed in accordance with the law.“ 


It may then be inferred from what Mr. Mil- 


ler says that he will not prepare the repealing 
ordinance, 

Ald. Cullerton’s attention was called yester- 
day to the provision of the Annexation law 
bearing on the case he said: “I see, of 
course, that we made a mistake. A mere re- 
pealing ordinance will not do. The question 
of repeal must be submitted to a vote. The 
Annexation law clinched the ordimance and 

ave it the force of law. It must remaina 
aw for another year at least. It cannot be 

submitted at the next election. Nor can it be 
submitted at a special election. The law must 
stand. 
Ald. Keats held to the same opinion, and 
Mr. Hummel's effort is likely to end in smoke 
for the time at least. 
As to the ordinance for the repeal of the 
rohibition district ordinance at West Rose- 
and it is not likely that that will be sub- 
mitted either. The petition has not been veri- 
fied, Ald, O'Neill has information already that 
several of the signatures are bogus, Others who 
attached signatures want to withdraw them.

ANSWEE OF THE MISSOURI PACIFIC. 


Reasons Why the Trans-Missouri Freight 
Association Should Not Be Dissolved. 
Arcursoy, Kas., March 1.—[Special. |—B. 
P. Waggener, General Attorney of the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad company, today filed an 


answer in the United States Circuit Court at 


Topeka for the company in the case of the 
United States against the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association. This is the suit brought 
by United States District Attorney Ady to 
dissolve the association. In its answer the 

issouri Pacific says it is a common carrier 
subject ta the provisions of the act of Con- 


gress approved Feb. 4, 1887, entitled an act 
to regulate commerce, apd it is ad- 
vised and belie said amend- 


ments constitute the system of regulation 
which has been established by Congress for 
the common carriers subject to said act; and 
the act of July 2,1 referred to in the bill 
of complaint, entitled an act to 


trade and commerce unla re- 


straints and monopolies, was not an amend: . 


ment of the Inter-State Commerce act, and 
does not relate to the business of common 
carriers, but has application to trusts, in- 
dustrial combinations, and attempted monop- 
olies undertaken by persons or corporations 
engaged in trade of commerce among the sev- 
eral States or with foreign na- 
tions—to wit: Manufacturers, miners, etc. 
when prices cannot be regulated 
by law, as distinguished by railroad corpora- 
tions. The answer further says that while 
this act was pending before Congress an at- 
tempt was made to amend it so as to include 
the business of transportation, but after a 
disagreement between both Houses the propo- 
sition was abandoned. It denies that March 
15, 1889, the defendants were discontented 
with the usual rates and prices; on the other 
hand, the rates were more nearly satisfactory 
than those in effect now. It denies exist- 
erice of any contrivance in connection 
with the formation of the asscciation to 
unjustly or oppressively increase. the rates, 
or to monopolize the traffic among and be- 
tween the States and Territories effected by 
the association. The answer goes on to show 
that concerted action between the carriers is 
indispensable in order to comply with the pro- 
visions of the Inter-State Commerce law and 
defends the bureau established for the ins 
tion and weighing of freight. The answer fur- 
ther shows that the leading objects of the as- 
sociation are the establishment of reasonable 
rates, rules, and regulations on all freight 
traffic, .and the maintenance of such 
rates when established, both of which 
objects are peremptory ftequirements of 
the Inter-State Commierce law.

It therefore denies that 
the agreement in question is in any wise to the 
injury or prejudice of the commoh and public 
good, or against the welfare of the people of 
the Uni States, and it denies all combina- 
tion and conspiracy with which it is unjustly 
charged, and prays that the suit be dismissed 
with costs.

THE REPENTANT ALDERMEN AND THE 
ECONOMIC. 

The Council adopted a resolution night be- 
fore last declaring that the Economic (Gas 
company had forfeited its franchise by selling 
out to another gas compan or trust, and or- 
dering the Commissioner of Public Works to 
prevent the laying of any more mnains and to 
take charge and control of all mains, and 
pipes already laid. The vote in favor of. the 
resolution was unanimous. Those Aldermen 
who gave the franchise last summer were en- 
thusiastic for its forfeiture. They would have 
shown more common sense had they heeded 
the advice of Tun Ts1sune, which told them 
that if they pasged the Economic ordinance 


just those thmgs would come to pass which 


they now allege have happened. Taz TRI“ 
UNE said last June that— 

The representations and assurances of the pro- 
moters and managers of said Chicago Fuel Gas 
company, made in order to obtain said ordinance 
from the City Council, that said company or its 
stock would never be sold or disposed of to other 
competing gas companies or interests, but would, 
if granted such privileges, furnish gas in competi- 
tion with said other gas companies or interests, 
were false and fraudulent. 

What was it which so blinded the eyes of 
the Aldermen that they could not see these 
things at the proper time? This action of the 
Council does not amount to as much, however, 
as the Aldermen seem tothink. A franchise 
was granted to the Economic, accepted by it, 
and money expended under it. The ordinance 

provides thatt if certain thmgs happen, the 
franchise shall “be forfeited. There is no 
moral doubt that they have happened, but the 
Council, which is one of the parties to the con- 
tract, cannot set it aside of its own motion. 
It did not reserve the right to do so. That 
setting aside must be done by a judicial pro- 
ceeding, for persons cannot be deprived of 
their property except by due process of 
law.“ 

That part of the resolution directing the 
Superintendent of Public Works to take pos- 
session df the pipes and mains of the com- 
pany is a little startling. It is surprising that 
he was not ordered to seize its land also. The 
ordinance provides for the forfeiture of the 
franchise under certain circumstances, but it 
has not a word to say about the forfeiture of 
the property. Therefore, what has been said 
about the city becoming the owner of $400,- 
000 worth of pipe, the nucleus of a future city 
gas plant,“ 1 rather wild. The Broadway 
Surface railroad franchise was obtained by 
fraud. The fraud was shown, and the grant 
revoked, but the Court of Appeals held that 
the property had passed into the hands of in- 
nocent holders and could not be touched. 

The direction given the Commissioner of 
Public Works to permit the laying of no more 
mains is a sensible one. If the persons who 
own the Economic desire to proceed with the 
work it will be necessary for them to go into 
court and call on the city to show cause why 
permits should not be granted. Then the 
latter can bring forward what evidence it has 
to show that the conditions of the ordinance 
have been violated and that the franchise 
should be declared forfeited. Pessibly the 
city might be able to prove that the passage 


| of the ordinance was secured by the corrupt 


use of money. It may be that some of the 
Aldermen could give valuable and interesting 
evidence on this point, 

The Economic ordinance ought to be wiped 
out and probably will be in the course of time, 
but Tun Tamer fears that the next Council 
and succeeding ones will be just as ready to 
sell a gas franchise, if speculators will put up 
the money for it, as was the one whose term 
will soon expire. 


THE BERING SEA TREATY. 

The Bering Sea negotiations between this 
country and Great Britain at last are making 
satisfactory progress. The dilatoriness of 
Lord Salisbury has been checked, and the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the Sayward 
case has compelled him, in sporting language, 
to show his hand. There is no doubt that 
Eagland has purposely delayed the negotia- 


tions pending this decision in the hope that 


it would be a favorable ons to its side of the 


| contention, for if the court had held that this 


country did not have jurisdiction over the 
waters where the Sayward was seized, fifty- 
nine miles from shore, it would have left this 
country without hope of success in the forth- 
coming arbitration. The court, however, 
decided adversely to the English expectation, 
and now nothing remains but for Lord Salis- 
bury to enter upon negotiations at once, as a 
failure to do so would stamp him as opposed 
to any settlement of the question after he 
himself long ago proposed it. 

The case brought by Thomas H. Cooper, 
the owner of the Canadian schooner Sayward, 
which was seized while seal fishing, involved 
the right of the United States to exercise ex- 
clusive jurisdictson over the seal fisheries in 
Bering Sea. As to the right of the Supreme 
Court. to issue a writ of prohibition against 
the Alaska court which condemned the Say- 
ward the decision says: 

Although the Alaska court was not mentioned 
in the act giving the United States Supreme 
Court power to issue writs of prohibition to re- 
view decisions of the District Courts, neverthe- 
less, where the Alaska court is acting as a District 
Court of the United States and in an admiralty 
proceeding, it comes within the purview of the 


act giving the Supreme Court power 0 review by 
way of writ of prohibition. 


The court further decided that jurisdiction 
appears fully on the face of the proceedings, 
as the libel states that the poaching took 
place “ within the limits of Alaska and the 
waters thereof, and hence as the owner did 
not question the right of the court to exercise 
jurisdiction and try the case, it cannot now, 
on the ground that the private rights of the 
owner were involved, issue a writ of prohibi- 


tion to determine whether or not the Alaska’ 


court had the jurisdiction clearly asserted on 
the face of the proceedmęs. Apart from the 


| legal aspects of the case the court intimated, 


as Tus Tarsuns originally declared it would, 
that it would have declined to issue the writ 
on political grounds, as it did not think the 
legal tribunals should interfere with assertions 


of territorial sovereignty made by the other 


departments of the government.“

TER ON FREE SILVER. 

l several days ago in Tur Tris- 
vnn that, Congressman Harter of Ohio had 
sent a telling document to the Grand Army 
posts throughout the United States showing 
the bad effects the passage of a free comage 
bill would have on pensions and pensioners. 
The statement is acting like a knock-down 
biow, and it is safe to say that if pension- 
ers were consulted in the matter they would 
indicate unmistakably they do not want free 
silver coinage. The paper is being freely 
commented on by newspapers in different 
parts of the country, and some of them put 
the case in no equivocal light. The argument 
is substantially as 1 


The silver dollar is ow worth about 70 
cents. Consequently pensions would be 
reduced 30 per cent by free coinage. A 
soldier now getting $10 per month would then 
get $10, but they would buy only $7 worth of 
goods at present prices. Each of those dol- 
lars would have a buying power of only 70 
cents. And the prospect is that silver would 
soon declinestill more. It is more likely to 
fall to 60 cents than to rise to 80. Every new 
railroad built in the mountains, and each new 
discovery in metallurgy, tends to increase the 
product of silver and to lower the value of an 
ounce of the metal. It is a fact that ores 
which cost twenty-one dollars per ton for 
treatment in Colorado a few years ago are 
now treated for six dollars per ton.“ And 
the discoveries which have rendered this pos- 
sible are equally applicable to the ores of Mex- 
ico, Australia, and other countries as to those 
of the United States. Mexicois only just be- 
ginning to show what can be done with modern 
appliances for treatment and transportation, 
and the Broken Hill Proprietary of Australia, 
the most productive silver mine in the world, 
is rapidly increasing its output. But even if 
the purchasing power of silver does not de- 
cline further than it has already done, the de- 
preciation in pensions due to the adoption of 
free coinage would amount to $45,000,000 per 
year. 

This statement equally holds goud for all 
persons who are entitled to payments ina 
fixed number of dollars. The savings bank 
depositor and the holder of a life-insurance 
policy would each have the value of his credit 
lessened by 30 per cent. These people could 
not get even by means of strikes. The work- 
ing man and woman would have his and her 
account in the savings bank irrevocably re- 
duced by 30 per cent, and the purchasing pow- 
er of the amount received on the policy of in- 
surance would be sheared down to the same 
extent, more than a quarter of which reduction 
would be so much gain to the foreign insur- 
ance companies doing business in this coun- 
try. The workers might hope to be able to 
counterbalance the disadvantage by striking 
for higher pay in the depreciated dollars. But 
if they should gain a corresponding nominal 
advance they would be no better off than now, 
and must be actual sufferers by the deprecia- 
tion during the weeks or months elapsing be- 
tween the cheapening of the dollar and the 
change in the wage scale. It would be as bad 
as a strike to them, even without counting the 


probability of a bad derangement of business 


throwing many thousands of their number 
out of employment because of the embarrass- 
ment due to lessening the available capital of 
employers. , 

In spite of the increase in government pur- 
chases from 2,000,000 to 4,500,000 ounces per 
month, the price has fallen 26 cents per ounce 
in the last year and a half. That ought to be 
sufficient answer to the senseless claim by the 
Bland committee that there can be no dump 
of silver.“ We have had one already, bad 
enough to break the price in the face of a 
largely increased demand. Who can doubt 
that the openmg of our nfints to free coinage 
would bring upon us such a dump, if not from 
stocks now in sight, then by fresh supplies 
drawn from the bosom of mother earth? It 
is true as stated by the committee that a for- 
eigner could not bring silver here and ex- 
change it for gold without the consent of the 
man who owned the gold. But it is incon- 
testable that so long as gold could be pur- 
chased here fora smaller quantity of silver 
than was demanded elsewhere the silver would 
be dumped here. In other words we could 
only escape the dump by dropping at once 
to the point at which the purchasing power of 
the silver dollar would be not an iota greater 
than the bullion value of the coin, there being 


a reduction of not less than 30 per cent in the 


value of the dollar. 


BREWERY ARROGANCE, 

Ald. Hummel’s 
ordinance regulating the grantmg of licenses 
for saloons is perhaps characteristic of the at- 


+ titude of men in his line of business—the man- 


ufacture of intoxicants. “This ordinance,” 
he says, is a blackmailing measure and ought 
to be repealed. Mr. Hummel's description 
is utterly wide of the facts. The ordinance is 
one for the protection of the church, the 
school, the home, and the hospital from the 
encroachments of the groggery. It protects 
the property-owner, in fact, from the attacks 
of the blackmailing saloonkeeper. It pro- 
vides that a saloon license shall not be grant- 
ed except on the petition of the owners of the 
majority of property and a majority of the 
residents in a block. A similar ordinance 
was in force in the Town of Lake before an- 
nexation. There is among the city ordinances 
one protecting in the same way the owners of 
property against the encroachments of livery 
stables, foundries, and hospitals. Does Mr. 
Hummel think that those are blackmailing 
ordinances also? 

The fact is that Mr. Hummel speaks iu this 
matter with the characteristic arrogance of 
the groggery-owner and of the grog manu- 
facturer. But he and his friends will have 
much more trouble in securing the repeal of 
the ordinance in question than he expects. It 
cannot be done by the act of the Council. 
Corporation Counsel Miller cannot, as request- 
ed by Hummel and Cullerton, draft an ordi- 
nance that will repeai what is in effect a stat- 
ute. Mr. Miller in an.opinion sent to the City 
Collector some time ago one to this same 
ordinance, said:

" PREVENTING SMOKE. 

‘The tests made Monday in this city on a lo- 
comotive belonging to the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad point conclusively 
to the fact that if the smoke nuisance on the 
railroads cannot be entirely abated it can be 
reduced within bearable limits. The officer of 
the Society for the Prevention of Smoke who 
conducted the experiments concluded that 


‘the action of the apparatus used was sufficient- 


ly effective to prevent at least nine-tenths of 
the smoke and practically to prevent the en- 
gine from being classed under the urdinance 
as a nuisance, 

The means employed, as described, appear 
to be very simple, Six columns of air, four 
at the back of the fire-box and two at the 
front, were driven into the fire by a small jet 
of steam. The result was a nearly complete 
tingling of the gases of combustion with the 
oxygen in the air while the temperature of the 
former was sufficiently elevated to permit 
chemical union. That fact has previously 
been pointed out in Tun Trisunz as the great 
desideratum for insuring perfect consump- 
tion of the fuel, and the experiments show 
that this can be effected on the moving loco- 
motive. It had been demonstrated long since 
that it is feasible when the boiler and fire-box 
are stationary. Ot course the same is true 
for the steam tug as for the railroad loco- 
motive, and it is pleasant to know that 
prominent tug-owners are now disposed to, 
admit the fact. Capt. Dunham has signified 
his willingness to have the plan tried on one 
or more of his boats and his anxiety to be 
shown how fo avoid perpetrating a big smoke 
nuisance for the future. It should be remem- 
bered that all these experiments, made and 
contemplated, are with sott coal, so that 
there is no longer reason for the opposing 
claim that the society formed for the purpose 
of abating the smoke nuisance wishes to 
abolish the use of soft coal in the interest of 
the miners and dealers in anthracite. It is 
hardly to be wondered at that the fears of 
some manufacturers should take that shape, 
but they have no reason longer for entertain- 
ing the idea, and ought now to make amends 
for past suspicion by helping in the effort to 
achieve the much to be desired reform. 

The Secretary of the society has placed 
himself on record as believing that tugs can 
be operated by the use of soft coal and do the 
work required of them without producing the 
smoke nuisance to any great extent. There 
need be little doubt that the further experi- 
ments in this direction will confirm the im- 
pression, and if they do there will then be no 
longer a valid excuse for filling the air with 
foul smoke from stationary furnaces in this 
city. Itcan be prevented, and with a saving 
in fuel at least sufficient to soon pay for the 
cost of introducing needed improvements in 
and around the combustion chamber, so that 
the manufacturers will stand in their own 
light @ well as obscure the vision of other 
citizens if they persist in the carelessness the 
results of which are so detrimental alike to 
health and comfort. 


GRANTING A FRANCHISE INA HURRY. 

At Monday’s Council meeting the Aldermen 
onanimously declared the franchise given. the 
Economic Gas company forfeited, and then 
proceeded by a vote of 46 to 13 to grant a cor- 
poration called the Cnicago Power Supply 
and Smoke Abatmg company an unlimited 
permission to tear up all theetreets and alleys 
of the city and use them for an unlimited 
period, 

This ordinance was 1 in too much of a 
hurry. It ought to be the policy of the Coun- 
cil to grant no franchises henceforth without 
thorough investigation. If private individuals 
ask permission to do something which the 
city can do economically for its citizens the 
city should réfuse to grant the privileges asked 
for. If it appears upon examination that the 
tearing up of the streets would injure citizens 
more than the proposed improvement would 
benefit them, permission should not be given. 

In spite of the fact that the business section 
has just passed through one siege of pipe-lay- 
ing, the Council, without sufficient preliminary 
investigation, has given permission for the 
streets which traverse it to be torn up again. 
It was shown by Tue T'rrpuns last year, when 
it was opposing the Economic ordinance, that 
most of the leading thoroughfares are as full 
of pipes, conduits, etc., as they will hold. 
Since then another set of gas mains has been 
laid, This paper said also that the time had 
come when the city should cease to grant 
away any more street space, and reserve what 
was left for its own future needs. That is the 
true policy to pursue. Has the Council any 
information as to the size of the pipes of this 
newcompany and the amount of room they 
willtake up? If not, this ordinance should 
not have been passed and the work of ripping 
up the pavements recommenced. It is pos- 
sible that the plans of this corporation, if car- 
ried ‘out, would be of great benefit to the peo- 
ple. But what evidence has the Council on 
the subject beyond the say-so of the promo- 
ters? Did the committee which made the re- 
port recommending the passage of the ordi- 
nance call in any disinterested experts to en- 
lighten them on the subject? Who represented 
the city when the question of giving this fran- 
chise was under consideration? 


SPECULATION IN PRODUCE. 

The Nebraska State Journal is one of the 
few papers published in the heart of the agri- 
cultural regions which regard as a little sus- 
picious ’’ the warm intervention of the millers 
in behalf of the farmer. It thinks that the 
millers ought to be contented with a system 
that would enable them to buy their wheat 
cheaply, which is alleged to be the result of 
allowing gamblers to sell wheat short on the 
speculative markets. It calls attention to the 
fact that in one breath Mr. Pillsbury com- 
plains of the low price of grain, because of the 
action of the speculators, and in the next avers 
that on account of this he buys but Jittle at a 
time, or merely enough for temporary pur- 
poses, to keep his mill running. It 
fails to see how these two stories hitch 
together. It thinks it strange that the 
millers do not buy all they can raise the money 
and credit to secure if they are really satisfied 
that the price of wheat has been hammered to 


But if 
presses the price of grain that fact benefits the 


consumer, who ie in the more numerous of | 


the two classes, and on the democratic theory 
of the good to the greatest number 
fault hardly can be found with it. If specula- 
tion raises the price it benefits the producer 
at the cost of the consumer; if it causes fluc- 
tuations in prices that really affect the market 


to the extent of preventing transactions on a 


public interest. But nearly all wh 
anything of its operation will concede 
that the normal tendency of speculation 1s to 
keep prices more nearly level than they would 
otherwise be, and (this point is not made by the 
Journal) that is especially the tendency of the 
trading in puts and calls, which are the most 
obnoxious to the advocates of the Anti-Option 
bill. Furthermore, it may be stated without 
fear of contradiction, except from one utterly 
ignorant of the matter, that it is the men who 
sell these privileges either on the curb or in 
the bucket-shop who do all the short selling in 
lumps that is complained of as a reason for 
prohibiting all trading in futures. The big 
operator takes in the money contributed by a 
crowd of small bettors and then does his best, 
if need be, to prevent the market from going 
to the point at which he would be called on to 
pay them money back on the deal. 

Further than refusing to enforce them in 
the courts a law against futures would be 
ridiculous, because inoperative. The attempt 
to legislate in this matter is only one of many 
that have been made to interfere in business 
matters, where legislationis powerless because 
of the impossibility of chaining the human 
mind. The attempt to secure free coinage of 


silver and of soft money lunatics to make a | 


piece of silver worth more than the market 
price, or a piece of paper, with no redeemer in 
sight, worth a gold dollar is of the same pat- 
tern. Either of these laws would be as easy 
to enforce as a ready-made religion, and not a 
whit easier.

Muir Hanged at Newgate. 

Muir, the shoemaker who some time ago 
murdered a woman named Sullivan, who was 
living with him as his wife, was hanged today 
in Newgate Prison. At the time of the mur- 
der, which occurred in a purlieus of White- 
chapel, there was great excitement among the 
denizens of that district, as it was reported 
‘that the crime partook of the 8 nature 
that characterized the murders done by 
„Jack the Ripper.“ Certain reports had it 
that it was the work of the celebrated Jack, 
and the story was written up with great par- 
ticularity of detail in the shilling shockmg 
style. Police investigation showed, however, 
that the murder had nothing about it to war- 
rant the assertion. Muir killed the woman by 
stabbing her with an extremely sharp shoe- 
maker’s knife. 

Increase in English Death Rate. 

The weekly returns of the Registrar of Vital 
Statistics show that there was a rise in the 
death rate of England during the last seven 
days. The rate for all England was 23.4, for 
London 33.4, and for Derby 29.9. The number 
of deaths in London from diseases of the 
respiratory organs was 46.1: primarily from 
influenza, 61; secundarily, 20. These figures 
cause some alarm, and a number of experts 
have predicted that the epidemic of grip 1s 
about to be renewed.

SLAUGHTER OF THE ENGLISH SPARROWS. 


Results of the Three Months’ War That Has 
Been Waged on the Birds. 

The open season for sparrow-killing is now 
ended, Feb. 29 being the last dey on which the 
various County Clerks of Illinois were com- 
manded by the law passed by the late Legisla- 
ture to pay two cents a head for sparrows 
killed. From this time on the small boy can 
kill sparrows if he can and so desires, but he 
will receive no bounty for it, and will only 
have an approving conscience and the satisfac- 
tion of a desire to destroy something as his 
reward. 

Yesterday Tun Tripuns collected statistics 
from the various counties of the State where 
such statistics were available, showing the 
slaughter of the sparrows during the three 
months in which the bounty law was operative 
and the amount of bounty paid by each one 
from which returns huve been received. 

Iroquois County heads the list with a total 
of 51,575 sparrows killed, for which that 
municipality paid out $1,081.50 in good coin 
of the realm. Winnebago is second with 43, 
750 and $875 as the respective figures, with 
Cook third. In the last named county George 
Slater, a Chicago youth, was the champion, 
he having brought in 942 sparrows with a 
total return of $18.62 to himself. 

For last place Henderson County really is 
entitled to the ribbon, as it reports none killed 
at all, but among those where there were 
some killed Mercer shows the least results, 
the total slaughter being but 122, while Me- 
Donough does aot do much better with 143.

“Gas frust stock is a speculative football.

OUTSIDE REFINERIES GOING INTO 
THE SUGAR TRUST. 


Undenied Rumor That a Couference Has 
“Lately Been Held by Representatives of 
Both Interests—Circular Said te Be Pre- 
pared Informing the Stockholders of 
the Completion of the Long Pending 
Deal—Probabie Reorganization of the 
Richmond Terminal. 

New Tonk, March 1—[Special.|—Sugar 
trust stock advanced from around 80 to 86, 
which point it touched today, and has resulted 
in a crop of interesting rumors. A report cur- 
rent today represented that a meeting had 
been held lately, attended by represenatives of 
the trust and four of the most important out- 
side refineries, at which a final agreement had 
been reached looking to the absorption of 
the outsiders by the trust. This meeting, 
it was said, was held at the Continental Hotel 
in Philadelphia. Lawyers for all the inter- 
ested parties are said to have been present and 
to have joined in the execution of an explicit 
memorandum of agreement. It is added in 
Wall street that, as a result of the meeting, a 
circular letter has been drawn upin this city 
by the attorneys of the sugar trust, addressed 
to the trust’s stockholders, announcing the 
completion of the long-pending deal. 
So far as can be learned no such 
letters have been yet received by 
the stockholders, At the offices of the sugar 
trust, in Wall street, no information today 
could be obtained. Insiders refuse either to 
confirm or deny the rumors, and they were 
unusually reticent concerning the report that, 
although Mr. Spreckels and other outside 
refiners were to receive large blocks of sugar 
trust stock in payment for their refineries, 
that stock was to be tied up in trust for two 
years. The latter proyision is credited to the 
foresight of Harry O. Havemeyer. 


ACTOR NAT GOODWIN AND HIS WIFE, 


Charges on Both Sides in the Suit Pending 
—One Motion Denied. 

New Yorx, March 1,.—[Special. |—Justice 
Ingraham in the Supreme Court Chambers 
today denied the motion of Lawyer A. B. 
Havens, counsel for Nella R. Goodwin, in her 
suit for separation from her husband, Nat 
Goodwin, the actor, for an additional allow- 
ance for counsel fees. ‘Mrs. Goodwin charges 
her husband with striking and abusing her at 
various times, with losing her jewels at the 
gaming table, with threatening to drown her 
in a bath tub in a hotel in Anaconda, Mont., 
and with trying by force and fraud to become 
possessed of their residence. His annual in- 
come, she says, is from $30,000 to $50,000, and 
he has property worth $50,000. Mr. Goodwin 
accuses her of drunkenness and irrjability 
and with striking him on the nose with a 
jeweled rig while they were in London, in- 
flicting a wound that did not heal for six 
weeks. He denies giving her the West End 
avenue house, and says that his entrance to 
the premises was unlawfully resisted. His 
income he gives as $1,500 a year. He says 
that while on the ene La Bourgogne he 
had to pay $75 for liquor which she consumed 
in seven days. 


NATIONAL, BANK OF THE REPUBLIC, 


Oliver S. Carter Flected President in Place 
of John Jay Knox. 

New Lon, March 1.—[Special.]—At a se- 
cret meeting of the directors of the Bank of 
the Republic this afternoon Oliver S. Carter, 
the first Vice-President, was elected President 
in the place of John Jay Knox, who dieda 
few weeks ago, and Eugene H. Pullen, the 
present cashier, was promoted to the position 
of Vice-President. The Board of Directors 
will practically stand as it was before Mr. 
Knox’s death.

Testimony That Edward M. Field Suffers 
from Delusive Melancholia. 

New York, March 1.—{ Special. |—The trial 
of the question of the meutal condition of 
Edward M. Field was continued today. Dr. 
Landon Carter Gray said that, in his opinion, 
a man suffering from melancholia might 
write letters that appeared to be the 
product of a perfectly rational man. 
Field was suffering from melancholia 
and had a deluston that people were 
trying to poison him. Mr. Field, he said, 
believed that Jay Gould and the Czar of Rus- 
sia had bribed the employés of the Ludlow 
Street Jail to give him poison. Dr. Gray’s 
last examination of Fietd was made last Sun- 
day, and he showed symptoms that could not 
be simulated. Lloyd M. Garrison, a clerk in 
the office of Assignee Gould, said that before 
the assignment was made Field’s manner was 
strange. Dr. Fitch examined Field in De- 
cember, and found, him suffering from de- 
lusive melancholia.

MERCIER’S FATE SOON TO BE DECIDED. 


Quebec Elects a New House of Represent- 
atives Next Tuesday. 

MonrreaL, Que., March .1.—[Special.]— 
Nomunations were held today throughout the 
Province of Quebec for the election of a new 
House of Representatives, which takes place 
March 8. The election arises out of the dis- 
missal, Dec. 17, 1891, by Lieut.-Gov. Angers 
of the Mercier Ministry, ahd the calling in of 
Mr. De Boucherville to form a new govern- 
ment; Mr. De Boucherville is now appealing 
to thé people to confirm the action of the Gov- 
ernor, and Mr. Mercier is seeking reélection. 
Mr. Mercier came into power in 1887, 
and his tenure of office increased the 
debt of the province from $22,000,000 
to $35,000,000, without adding to the assets of 
$10,000,000, and there is a chronic deficit of 
$600,000 a year betwéen revenue and expendi- 
ture. Almost the whole revenue is consumed 
in interest and administrative charges, and 
the credit of the province is falling, the last 
loan of $4,000,000 costing nearly 6 per cent. 
Besides, Mr. Mercier was charged with mal- 
feasance in office, and a royal commission 
was issued to éxamine into his career. One of 
the Commissioners became sick, and 
the other two, Judges Davidson and 
Baby, sent to the ieutenant-Governor 
an interim report showing that it was 
habitual to extract from contractors large 
sums of money in return for the award of 
contracts. It was claimed in the report that 
the Baie des Chaleurs railway company had to 
pay $100,000; the Temusecuta railway, $20,000; 
the contractor of the Quebee Court-House, 
$115,000, and all others in proportion to the 
amount of their contract: The awards were 
made only to the men who would pay. 
in one case another firm offered to do a piece 
of work for $150,000 less. These sums were 
traced directly through the Banks to 
the members of the ministry, who had become 
affluent through public plunder, The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor then dismissed the ministry, 
though it had a majority of twenty-five in the 
popular House, and a new ministry was called 
in, which, however, was afraid to meet the 
House or appeal to. the people at once. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is charged with two 
breaches of the Constitution in dismissing a 
Premier having a majority and in not sum- 
moning the House. to meet within a year 
from its adjournment, as the law specifies. 
The Conservatives, headed by De Boucher- 
ville, are appealing to the people with 
the 2. of government cry and the mis- 
deeds of his predecessors, Mr. Mercier takes 
his stand upon the constitutional question and 
points to what he has done for the French 
race and the Catholic religion, It has been a 
campaign of violence with appeals to passion 
and hatred, national, political, and religious. 
The result hinges upon the action the church 
will take. It cannot openly condone the im- 
morality of Mr. Mercier, and the Bishops have 
contented themselves with a general state- 
ment, But with the priests in the parishes 
Mr. Mercier is strong &id he has influence 
enough at Rome to protect them, even should 
the Archbishop resent any interference by 
them in behalfof Mercier, For this reason 
any ppediction is purely a matter of specula- 
tion. At the nominations today five Conserv- 
ati ves and one Independent Liberal were el ect- 
ed by acelamatwn. Mercier’s fate will be de- 
cided next Tuesday.

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PRESSED AIR ORDINANCE, 


Madden Defends His Course and gays the Mi-. 


nority in the Council Was Not Treated 
Unfairly — All Amendments Offered in 
Good Faith Accepted—Opponents of the 
Measure Ask the Mayor to Veto It— What 
Mr, Washburne and W. J. Chalmers 
Think of Compressed Air, 

After the storm the calm, The Aldermen 
who congregated at the City Hall yesterday 
discussed the debate of the previous evening 
on the compressed-air ordinance quietly and 
in a dignified way. Ald. Madden defended 
his course and said that in his recollection the 
majority in the Council never showed more 
consideration to the minority than was done 


on the occasion. He said: 


“We accepted every amendment that 
was offered in good faith for the 
improvement of ordinance, We 
accepted Ald, Noble’s amendment 
that the pipes should not be used for the 
transmission of illuminating gas or oil. We 
accepted Hepburn’s amendment providing 
that the mains should be laid as far as pos- 
sible in the alleys. We accepted Vierling’s 
amendment providing that 5 per cent of the 
gross receipts should be paid annually mto 
the City Treasury. Ald. Goldzier’s amend- 
ment providing that the Commissioner of 
Public Works should designate the size of the 
pipes and mains and. their distance below the 
surface was accepted. His amendment limit- 
ing the duration of the franchise was not of- 
fered in good faith and was rejected. 
ordinance is 4 good one. 1 have met several 
insurance men today who congratulated me 
on its passage. The system is in partial oper- 
ation in New York and in Boston. A plant is 
being put in at Leavenworth. But it is in 
Paris that it has full play. Those who have 
seen it in operation there have in- 
formed me that its introduction here will 
be gladly welcomed when its merits become. 
known. We are using compressed air ap- 

aratus now in machinery here to advantage. 

t is used in tunneling and with mining ma- 
chinery. W. J. Chalmers of the firm 
Fraser & Chalmers is one of the sponsors of 
the ordinance here and is enthusiastic over 
the introduction of the compressed air.

Goldzier called on the Mayor 
and endeavored to convince him that the com- 
pany cannot suppress smoke, and will be 
unable, in fact, to furnish compressed air in 
quantity and force sufficient to make more 
than the slightest reduction in the consump- 
tion of soft coal. 2 

They urged him to veto the ordinance. The 
Mayor wanted them to present arguments 
why it should be vetoed, and they will proba- 
bly — them. 

After they had departed the Mayor said: 

J have an open mind on this question, If 
this company can abate the smoke nuisance, 
as it is claimed it can do, then I am in favor 
of ‘giving it the earth,’ as it is said has been 
done. Corporations have had everything for 
nothing for so long that it would be refresh- 
ing tu get something of value to the city in re- 
turn for a valuable franchise. 

“I am in favor, moreover, of the iutro- 
duction of comp air if it can be safely 
and cheaply done, and I presume no corpora- 
tion will go into the business of supplying it 
unless it can doit on such advantageous terins 
as willcommand a market for its product.

W. J. Chalmers, President of Fraser & 
Chalmers company, manufacturers of mini 
machines, is said to be one of those interes 
in the projects of the Chicago Power-Supply 
and Smoke Abating company: Mr. Chalmers 
has made a special study of compressed air as 
a motive power, and he is enthusiastically in 
favor of introducing the centralization of mo- 
tive power in this city. 

What Mr. Chalmers Says. 


Mr. Chalmers said yesterday: 

While Iam not detinitely connected with 
the company that has just received a franchise 
from the City Council, I am highly in favor of 
the scheme in general, and you can say that 
Fraser and Chalmers would back up any hon- 
est project to centralize motive power in this 
city. It is a scheme which, ip my estimation, 
would be a genuine boon to Chicago. When I 
was in Paris my attention was called to the 
Pop compressed air motive- 
fell in love with the system use it was 80 
perfect. There is no smoke in Paris, and I 
believe itis due entirely to the centralized 
power system. A main plant is situated in a 
convenient part of Paris. From thiscentral sta- 
tion the com pressed air generated is distributed 
to substations, from which customers got their 
supply. It not only prevents smoke, but it 
gives those who use a small quantity of power 
what they need at a lower figure than what it 
would cost them to produce it for themselves. 
Another feature of compressed air: is that it 
can be fed into pumps the same as steam is. 
In other words, those who have been usi 
steara would only be at the trifling expense o 
changing a few valves in introducing com- 
pressed air. It would not require a changing 
of plants. The air is also used in Paris for 
heating purposes; that is, it is heated over 
furnaces before it is distributed. In 
my opinion, the § introduction of 
compr air as power would 
solve the smoke question. But it will demand 
an immense capital to push the scheme prop- 
erly. Air as a motive power is not a new and 
untried thing. We have used it for years in 
mining operations. The Pop system in Paris 
is also a sufficient recommendation. Mr. 
Kohlsaat made quite an extended investiga- 
tion of the Pop system when he was in Paris 
and he seemed even more favorably impressed 
with it than I was.

DISCUSSED THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 
—— 


Its Share in Indian Schools—The Appro- 
priation Bill Passes the House. 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., March 1.—Tne Catholic 
Church and the charge that it maintains a 
lobby at Washingt n to manipulate appro- 
priations in behalf of Indian sectarian schools 
were the subject of three hours’ acrimonious 
discussion in the House today. The Indian 
Appropriation bill was the measure under con- 
sideration, and the immediate cause of the re- 
ligious discussion was the section making B 
propriation for the Carlisle Indian School. It 
was stated in the House that Capt. R. R. Pratt 
of the United States army, Superintend- 
ent of that school, in speaking of the attacks 
made in the House against the appropriation 
for the Indian school had said: ‘* They were 
made through the Catholie Church, in paying 
Congressmen to attack the na‘ional schools, 
because they are detrimental to their parochial 
schools, which are given three times the 
amount by the government that other de- 
nominations receive.“ 

Congressmen Mansur of Missouri, Stockdale 
of Mississippi, and Pendleton of West Vir- 
ginia, who are understood, by implication, to 
be the Congressinen referred to, made a livcly 
attack on Capt, Pratt and demanded as a pen- 
alty for his utterances that the $1,000 appro- 
pria ion, which he annually receives as Super- 
intendent of the Carlisle Indian School, be 


stricken from the Indian Appropriation bill. 


Several of his Congressional friends, who 
doubted whether the Superintendent had made 
the statement attributed to him, telegraphed 
him today to know his exact declaration. The 
answer wired back and subsequently read in 
the House was as follows: 

My remarks were that Catholics got more than 
double as much of Indian school appropriations 
as all other denominations — : that they 
maintain a powerful lobby in Washington and 
manipulate politics to accomplish their purposes. 
These were the general statements, having no 
béaring whatever on individual members of Con- 
gress, much less to Mr. Mansun, in whose general 
views I concur, 

Mr. Bynum of Indiana presided in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole when the consideration of 
the Indian Appropriation bill was resumed, 
and the attack on Capt. Pratt was revived in 
a motion of Mr. Mansur to strike out the 
$1,000 extra anuual allowance to Capt. Pratt 
as Superintendent of the Carlisle School. 
Atter a long debate the motion to strike out 
was agreed to, 93 to 37, and the committee 
rose and reported the bill to the House. 

The previous question having been ordered 
Mr. Pickler of South Dabota demanded a 
separate vote on the amendment providing 
that when vacancies shall hereafter occur in 
Indian Agencies they shall be filled by army 
officers detailed for the duty by the President. 
The amendment was adopted—yeas, 142; 
nays, > 

Mr. Joseph of New Mexico secured the 
adoption of an amendment increasing by 
almost $5,000 the appropriations for the In- 
dian school at Santa Fe, N. M. The bill was 
then passed, 

Mr. Geary of California asked consent for 
the passage of a bill for the sale of the lands 
known as the Klamath River Indian Reserva- 
tion in California. Ine bill was passed. 

Mr. Dockery of Missouri, from the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, reported the District 
of Columbia Appropriation bill, and it was re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. McMillin of Tennessee, from the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, reported the Free- 
Wool bill, which was referred to the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, together with the views of 
the minority presented by Mr. Burrows of 
Michigan. r. McMillin stated that the com- 
mittee would call this bill up for considera- 
tion Tuesday next. 

Mr. Bryan of Nebraska and Mr. Turner of 
Georgia, respectively, from the same commit- 
tee, reported bills for the free entry of bind- 
ing twine and cotton bagging and ties, which 
were referred to the Committee of the Whole, 
and leave was granted to Mr. Payne of New 
York and Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania to pre- 
sent the views of the minority on those meas- 
ures. The House then adjourned:

PAN-AMERICAN MEDICAL CONGRESS. | 


Effort to Interest the Administration in 
the (Coming Gathering. 

Wasnixaton, D. C., March 1.—| Special. ]— 
Dr. Charles A. L. Reed of Cincinnati is in 
Washington to secure the interest of the ad- 
ministration in the Pan-American Medical 
Congress, of which he 1s the Secretary-Gen- 
eral. This is to be a congress of the physi- 
cians df all the various countries of the West- 
ern Hemisphere, and is to meet in Washing- 
ton in September, 1898.

MINOB EVENTS AT WASHINGTON, 


Bill for an Iecreased Poll Tax on Im- 


migrants Soon to Be Introduced, 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 1.—[Special. |— 
Within the next week or ten days a bill will be 
introduced in both branches of the National 
Legislature embodymg the suggestions con- 
tained in the recent letter of the Secretary of 
the Treasury on the subject of immigration. 
It is expected that the steamship companies 
engaged iu the transportation of immigrants 
will show their hands in opposition, particu- 
larly to the increased poll tax. This tax 
should be increased at once, remarked As 
sistant Secretary Nettleton, “ and especialiy if 
there are to be any restrictions at all placed 
upon immigrants. The fund which would 
thus be raised 1s a necessity, and the only ob- 
jection that I have heard raised is that it is 
not large enough to keep out an undesirable 

class of people from the United States.“ 


Weather Crop Report. 


The weather crop report has this: Through- 
out the central valleys, including the greater 
portion of the winter wheat region, the 
average temperature for the month has been 
above the normal. But it is probable that the 
crop has not made much growth, owing to 
the frequent and sudden changes in tempera- 
ture and excess in cloudiness. The weather 
during the last month has been trying, but it 
is too early to determine whether much actual 
damage has oceurred, and the success of the 
crop depends largely upon the weather during 
the present month. ‘There is an excegs of 
moisture to the west of the Mississippi, 
and apparently _ sufficient in the 
region east of the Mississippi, al- 
though in the States of the Ohio Valley and 
in Tennessee, both 1 and January 
were comparatively dry months. 

Changes in the National Bank Law. 

The Senate Finance committee today di- 
rected a favorable report on the House bill to 
promote the safety of National banks. The 
bill forbids the banks to make loans to its 
officers or servants unless the loan has been 
upproved by a majority of the directors or 

xecutive committee, and also forbids banks 
to allow their officers’ accounts to be over- 
drawn. A new paragraph was added author- 
izing banks to enlarge their circulation to the 
full par value of United States bonds de- 


posited. The committee ordered adverse re- | 


ports to be made in four bills, to remove 
taxation of State bank circulation, and to sub- 
ject National bank notes and United States 
Treasury notes to State taxation. 


Inimical to Lake Shipping. 


The Cleveland Vessel Owners’ Association 
has indorsed a protest _—— the passage of 
Senate bill No. 1,755. o protest is against 
certain features of the hill which place vessel 
traffic on the great lakes on a par with the 
trattic on the open sea. The claim is made 
that thoroughly competent engineers will not 
be qualified to manage engines on lake ves- 
sels under the conditions imposed and that 
enforcement of the provisions would paralyze 
the lake traffic by throwing vessels out of com- 
mission.

THEY DON’T LIKE IT. 


JUDGE ALLEN’S INTER-STATE DE- 
CISION CAUSES A SENSATION. | 


Many Railroad Officials Think It Will Cause 
Great Hardship to American Roads Not 
Having Canadian Connections—Likely to 


Lead to Congressional Legislation | 


Against Canadian Lines— Western Roads 
Repudiate the Compromise with Kansas 
Com missioners— Railroad Notes, 


The decision of Judge Allen in the United 
States Court at Springfield, III., regarding the 
right of railroads to cut rates from points in 
Canada, or, in other words, that Congress has 
no right to regulate traffic to foreign countries, 
has stirred up railroad officials in this city. 
Some say the decision knocks the bottom out 
of the Inter-State law and express gratifica- 
tion that such decision has been rendered, 
while others are of the opinion that it will 
have a most disastrous effect on American 
railways which have no Canadian connections. 
Such roads as the Chisago and Grand Trunk 
and Wabash (in connection with Canadian 
Pacific and Michigan Central), it is claimed, 
can make whatever rates they please under 
Judge Allen's decision, All they have to do 
is to consign the freight to some Canadian 
point and then have it reconsigned to destina- 
tion at the Atlantic seaboard points, Much 
of the freight shipped from the West 
goes through on foreign dil of Jad- 
ing, and on all this freight it 
will be possible to cut the rates, while it will 
be impossible to place the responsibility on 
any one of the American roads. Such roads 
as the Lake Shore, Erie, Baltimore and Ohio. 
and Pennsylvania, which have no Canadian 
connections, will be unable tocompete against 
the lines running through Canada, and it is, 
predicted that general demoralization in rates 
to the seaboard ‘will be the result. The out- 
come, it 1s believed, will be stringent legisla- 
tion on the part of Congress against the Cana- 
dian lines, and the latter instead of being 
benefited by the decision will be the sufferers 
in the end. The fear of such legislation will 
probably have the effect that the Canadian 
roads will voluntarily take measures to pre- 
vent the cutting of rates on freight gomg 
through Canada. But such action must nec- 
essarily depend ypon the good faith of those 
rouds and their American connection, and it 
is not likely that they will keep better faith 
hereafter than they have in the past. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 1.—[Special.]—

Veazey, we have had more or less trouble 
with Canadian railways regarding. the com-

If 
Congress could not regulate . transporta- 
tion rates between the Uni St ates 
and nada it could say whether com- 
merece should be restricted or not, and 
in this manner do away with further 
annoyance. Whenever a charge was laid 
against the Canadian Pacific through its agent 
at Chicago the retort would be made that the 
Canadians liked the Inter-State Commerce 
law and would -not willfully violate any of its 
provisions, and that the offenses inst the 
statute. ereatmg it came from United 
States side of the line, Everything pcssible 
has been done by the commission to regulate 
traffic between the two countries in , 
and the question of rates has now resolved 
itself into one of governmental policy, and 
Congres; should take the subject in noe 4 All’ 
the information obtainable has been laid 
before that body, so that no complaint of 
facts can be alleged against the ission.”” 

Judge Alien has taken broad ground in his 
construction of the law as it is now in force, 
but there is no chance for an appeal by the 
United States to the Supreme Cuurt. Two 
important points, too, are covered by his de- 
cision to the effect that neither the United 
States nor Canada can be indicted for rebates 
or cuts in rates made by railroads in those 
countries, and it remains to be seen whether 
the corporations will abide by such a ruling. 
Heretofore all the blame for violation of the 
law has been put upon railroads doing busi- 
ness in the United States, aud now it remains 
for this country to take appropriate action 
upon the transportation of commerce by 
Canadian railroads touching at forty different 
points just across the border between the two 
countries. 


REPORT OF THE OLCOTT COMMITTEE. 


The Final Details of the Richmond Termi- 
nal Reorganization Are Perfected. 

New Yorx, March 1.—The Olcott commit- 
tee met last night to discuss the final details of 
the Richmond Terminal reorganization 
scheme. All of the terms of the plan, it was 
said, had been agreed upon and the only re- 
maining question to be settled was the forma- 
tion of the syndicate to carry out the financial 
part of the scheme, It is probable that the 
committee will have its report ready for pub- 
lic perusal today or tomorrow. 

The scheme agreed upon requires that $35,- 
000,000 shall be raised for the purposes of pay- 
ing off floating debts and placing tne new cor- 

ration, which is to succeed the Richmond 

erminal company, on a solid financial basis. 
It has been the hope of those interested in 
the reorganization this money 
will be raised by two separate but copperating 
syndicates. The new securities will be dis- 
tributed in some such way as this: A cash 
payment of $8,000 will secure $10,000 in 4 per 
cent consolidated bonds, $1,500 in income 
bonds, and $2,500 in preferred stock. 
present stockholders will be offered the priv- 
ilege of coming in on these terms, The syn- 
dicate will take the securities on the same 
basis, with the exception that they will receive 
2 per cent cash commission for their serv- 
ices in underwriting the new securities, 


KANSAS SUGAR RATE TROUBLES, 


Railroads Prefer to Accept Commissioners’ 
Rates on Fifth Class. 

The General Managers of the roads in the 
Western Freight Association held a meeting 
yesterday at Chairman Midgley’s office to 
consider the Kansas sugar rate troubles, As 
has heretofore been stated the Kansas roads 
made an agreement a short time ago 
with the Kansas Railroad Commissioners to 
make a proportional rate on 
a féw other articles originating east of the 
Mississippi River of about one-half the rates 
charged on those articles from Missouri 
River points to points in western and south- 
western Kansas. The roads terminating at 
the Missouri River claimed that the new rates 
were unauthorized, as they had not been 
sanctioned by the association. It was claimed 
that the new rates discriminated agaiust the 
interests of Missouri River jobbers, and that 
the Kansas commission had uo right to 
meddle with inter-State rates. All the Kansas 
ro except the Rock Island, notwithstand- 
ing Chairman Midgley’s order to the con- 
trary, pat the new rates in effect. 

The question at yesterday’s meeting was 
whether the new rates should be withdrawn 
or whether they should be sanctioned by the 
Western Freight Association. No action 
could be reached during the morning session,

STATES AND NATIONS TO BE ASKED 
FOR WORLD'S FAIR PLANS. 


May 1 Informally Decided On as the Last 
Day on Which Designs for Their Build. 
ings Can Re Submitted— Reasons for the 
Action Taken Promise of a Big 
Display of Greek Art That May Be 
Permanent—Other News of the World’s 
Fair. 


Director-General Davis and Chief of Con- 
struction Burnham held an important confer - 
ence yesterday aftermoon, at which they de- 
cided that plaus for the State and foreign 
buildings should be submitted and approved 
about May 1. This date was not finally fixed 
upon, but in the opinion of the two officials 
not much greater latitude should be given 
for the presentation and acceptance of plans 
for buildings. 

Up to date Illinois is the only State which 
has begun work on its building. The remain- 
ing States and Territories of the Union have 
done nothing. A dozen, perhaps, have had 
plans approved by the Construction Depart- 
pee but the others are still floundering 

tin uncertainty. The Director-General 
per the Chief of Construction want to know 
at once what these intend doing. They have 
had since April, 1890, to figure on the extent 
of their display and the character of the build- 
ing desired, and it is thought not much more 
time should de given. 

“Tt is time to’ stir these people up,” said 
Director-General Davis yesterday after a con- 
ference with Chief of Construction Burnham. 
“TI think we have been waiting long enough 
to khow whgt the States intend todo. Sites 
for their buildings were apportioned months 
ago and there is no occasion for interminable 
delay. 

There is no Sil any doubt about the big 
buildings being com pleted on time. The only 
solicitude is in regard to the State and foreign 
pavilions. Thus far but a few of the States 
have had their building plans approved and 
not a single one from a foreign country has 
heen submitted. We can't permit this state 
of affairs to continue much longer.“ 

„What are the special reasons for fixing a 
date after which building plans will not be 
considered!“ 

The first is we want all the structures 
completed on time, The second is that if the 
space assigned to States and foreign nations 
is not going to be utilized it will be allotted 
for other purposes. We are crowded now 
with applications for room and there is little 
reason for permitting an uunecessary dilly- 
dallymg and final abandonment of space 
which is so much needed. 

Before finally fixmg upon May 1 as the 
date for the consideration of building plans 
the matter will be brought to the attention of 
the Board of Control of the National Com- 
mission, which will hold a meeting March 9. 
The time may be extended or kept at the limit 
indicated by Col. Davis. 


DISPLAY OF GREEK ART PROMISED.

LIEUT. HARLOW HAS STARTED HOME, 


Belief That Chile Will e | Make a 
Good Exhibit at Chicago.» 
Wasatneton, D. C., March 1.—[Spé@cial. }— 
A cablegram from Lieut. Harlow at Valparaiso 
states that he has started for the United States 
via the Trans-Andean route, and will sail from 
Buenos Ayres for New York, hoping to reach 
home about the middle of April.
